), and included additional information on HealthNet (see http://healthnet/hipaa/hipaainfo.htm) regarding HIPAi\ 
and the Policy and Procedures. They include several FAQs (frequently asked questions) from various DPH 
programs, and links to other sites.

employees who work with confidential information review and implement the Policy and Procedures. We are 
requesting that over the next several months Bureaus take a close look at the Policy and Procedures and submit 
comments and suggestions. They will be revised after the pilot period, based on feedback submitted. Upon 
revision, training will be provided. This is your opportunity to be sure tliat the Policy and Procedures work for your 
Bureau’s activities.
